The rapid change of the last few 
years in the decease, one by one, of our 
old settlers, has been observed with 
sadness by all the earlier residents of 
our city.

This coincidence led Mr. Crawford to 
make an inquiry among the elderly 
rnen of his aequaintace and it was 
found th at there were then nine men 
of the same age living in the city. 
In the year 1890 Mr. 
Manny £ while 
visiting here conversed with Mr. Craw­ 
ford 
upon 
the 
same subject, and 
learned that they two, with Mr. Jona­ 
than M. Mason, were all of the num­ 
ber then living. 
Since then both Mr 
Crawford and Mr. Mason have passed 
away, leaving Mr. Manny as the only 
survivor of the nine. 
Mr. Manny now 
resides at Monrovia, California, enjoy­ 
ing good health and rem arkable vital­ 
ity for his age, which is now eighty- 
five years.” 
He is th e only one re­ 
maining of a circle of men of sturdy, 
vigorous manhood, whose names will 
always stand upon the roll of the hon­ 
orable founders of our present prosper­ 
ous city.” 
‘•We do not now recall all 
of the 
names included in the list of nine 
above referred to, but we remember 
Dr. 
Everett, Joseph Utley and G. L. 
Schuler as being among the number ”

The quarter is o ne o f the mo st central 
in Paris, and all Americans who have 
been in Parts kno w it. but the ho ur-» , 
which is a few steps fro m tho Pal is 
Ro yal, the Rue de Rivo li and the Lo ime, 
escapes general attentio n because it faces 
o n dark and narro w streets.

m a na g e r o r o verseer perfo rms these <lu- 
j ties. One o f the largest gro wers in this 
sectio n tells me that the mo st successful 
gro wer is the fo reigner, who , with his 
family o f eight o r ten, co mes and leas« s 
o r buys 25 o r 50 acres o f laud, each 
i member o f the family having his o r her 
part in the wo rk to perfo rm fro m spring 
| until picking time, while the winter is 
devo ted to the making o f the baskets. 
Thus no o utside expenditure is incurred, 
and when the grapes are so ld the pro ­ 
ceeds return to the family aN the pro fit 
o n the individual labo r o f each member, 
quite in co ntrast with the larg« * o wner, 
who is co mpelled to hire help to do each 
little thing in additio n to buying bis 
baskets. 
The Co nco rd grape is the o nly variety 
o f any co nsequence raised in this regio n, 
and so me idea o f the magnitude o f the 
business carried o n may be had when it 
is kno wn that the shipments fo r 
o n e 
year fro m Chautauqua co unty alo ne 
will amo unt to 8,500 carlo ads, 3,000 
baskets o f 10 po unds each in each o ar. 
These are taken fro m the gro wer by 
so me o ne o f the numero us gro wers’ as­ 
so ciatio ns, who se business it is to find a 
market. 
Strange as it may seem, it is 
nevertheless true that three fo urths o f 
them go to po ints west o f Chicago , while 
the o ther o ne-fo urth travels eastward. 
The making o f baskets is an impo r­ 
tant item. Many facto ries are emplo yed. 
The price ranges fro m 2 to 2 L cents per 
basket. Thus the gro wer who wo uld find 
his business in 
a ny w a y pro fitable must, 
in additio n to the co st o f the basket, 
realize at least 1 cent per po und fo r his 
grapes, while to day it is a co mmo n 
thing to find a ten po und basket o n the 
retail market slo w sale at 10 cents. 
Thus we find that the utmo st care must 
be taken in the management o f a vine­ 
yard to make it pro fitable.—Cbautau- 
quan.

Tentorium consists of a gal­ 
vanized iron web covered w ith a gelat­ 
inous substance and is translucent, but, 
not transparent. 
It is described as a 
substance that can be bent without be­ 
ing broken and is both tough and flexi­ 
ble. 
it is said not to be softened by the 
rays of the sun, is nonsoluble, and is 
not affected by severe cold. 
It is a poor 
conductor of heat and is w ell adapted 
for roofs on account of its extreme light­ 
ness. 
When exposed to the sun, it loses its 
original yellowish color 111 time and be­ 
comes harder and more durable.

advantage is that it can be easily re­

H e noticed tha t they ca rried them to the 
highest point a tta ina ble, and there e x­ 
posed the w ounds to the purest a ir and 
the a ction of pure wa ter. 
T his sim ple 
rem edy w a s sw ift and sure, the worst 
ca ses yield in g ra pidly under its influ- 
enoe, doubtless the hea lthy sta te of the 
blood a nd the a bstemious bves led by 
the na tives ha ving a good deal to do 
w ith the ma tter. 
Dr. Stoker wa s led to 
it'd iev e tha t the oxygen cure m ight be 
a pplied to ulcers, burns and wounds of 
a sim ila r na ture, and on his return to 
this country he m a de severa l experi­ 
m ents on such cases, and the more he 
sa w of it the firmer wa.s his belief in his 
discovery. Bactt^ria consist of tw o kinds 
— the ha rm ful 
micro-orga ni.sms 
and 
those necessa ry to the system , in order 
tha t the m echa nism of the body m a y be 
ca rried on sati.sfactorily. Before the d is­ 
covery of anti.septic surgery the risk 
w hich w a s run w herever a ra w surfa ce 
w a s exposed to the air w a s enormous, 
but w ith the introduction of a ntiseptics 
into the trea tm ent the da nger w a s re­ 
duced to a m inim um . Iodoform ha s a l­ 
w a ys been the specia l m edium for use 
in the ca se of ulcers, a nd it is not a 
I plea sa nt one, but it tended to hold the 
ba cteria a t bay. 
N ow , however, it ha s 
been noticed tha t in ca ses w here oxygen 
ha s been a pplied a nd where the w ound 
is hea ling the progress w a s ma rked by 
the presence of com m on orga nism s a nd 
tha t if a rela pse occurred the ba cteria 
disa ppea red, so tha t one is led to the 
conclusion tha t a certa in num ber of 
these liv in g orga nism s are necessa ry in 
the form a tion of new a nd hea lthy flesh.
